THE DAY AFTER. 
DEMORALIZED DEMS. 
Special Dispatch to The Trivune. 

Wasutneton, D. C., Feb. 17.—There has 
scarcely been a more exciting day in Washing- 
ton since Sumpter was fired on than this. The 
Democratic party has fallen into three factions, 
the desperate, the despondent, and the moder- 
ate. To-day everything has been chaotic. Be- 
fore Monday morning it is expected that the 
public will know whether these three factions 
can unite upon a definite policy with respect to 
the Presideutial count, or whether the party will 
be rent into at least two permanently sepa- 
rate factiong. To-day at 10 o’clock nearly every 
Democrat was in his seat in the House.

The rank and file of 
the party assembled in little knots about the 
floor couversing with Democratic members of 
the Electoral Tribunal, like sheep without a 
leader. There was the most intense excitement.

Their policy is to defeat the completion of the 
Presidential count, to prevent in fact the as- 
sembling of another Joint Convention; to com- 
pel the resignation of the Democratic members 
of the Electoral Commission, to undothat which 
two weeks ago they were so anxious to accom- 
plish.

» + » Listen to the ripples of child-laughter 
and the swift patter of child feet along the cor- 
ridor! There is a flash of rosy cheeks and 
dancing curls as three little maids in riding- 
babits trip daintily down the staircase on their 
way to the afternoon ride in the park, in the 
course of which “Sloweoach” will have a 
wakening up, doubtiess, and the piebaid 
“ Euston” get his head quite to his own 
liking—three young ladies, the two eldest of 
whom are “out,” after fashion, so far as the 
Sandringham beau-monde is concerned; for at 
the tenants’ ball in December last was there 
not a radiant vision of a pair of pretty fairies in 
scarlet sashes, with heaid-ribbons and dainty 
bottines to match? Later, as shadows are fall- 
ing, there come across the sward from an outly- 
ing copse of the park a couple of bright-faced, 
frank-eyed, hssom-framed lads in kilts and 
hosen of hodden gray, on whose bare knees is 
here and there ascratch. The younger will tell

During the shooting season the routine of 
Sandringham life has for variety little other 
than the change of the scene of the sport. One 
day the venue may be Flitcham for 
driving; the next may be dedicated to the 
pheasants of the Commodore and Dersingham 
woods; or the hot corner may be at the 
augle of Woodcock wood, with the Folly”’ as 
the luncheon rendezvous. The start is at 10:30; 
and if there is any distance to be traversed, the 
gunners travel to the scene of their sport 
in the char-a-banc and wagoneite. The 
Sandringham corps of beaters is forty 
strong, each member wearing a Norfolk 
smock-frock of brown fustian, with a 
number on à red badge. Luncheon is at 2, 
serves in a marquee in some convenient spot; 
and at this meal the Princess, who drives to the 
trysting-place her own four-in-hand team of 
pretty ponies, joins the gentlemen with the 
ladies who are her guests. During the after- 
noon shooting, which takes the homeward 
direction, the ladies walk, or ride on pony-back, 
with the guns. Afternoon tea, to which ail the 
guests gather in the saloon, is one of the great 
institutions of Sandringham home-life. it 
is the children’s hour par excellence. Mr. Zichy 
has sketched the scene of charming informal 
domesticity with appreciative felicity. The 
Prince, teacup in hand, stands with his back to 
the vestibule fire, one of his boys and a group 
of his male friends standing about him. The 
Princess is at the tea-tabie, with one of her girls 
by ber side anda number of ests of both 
sexes around the board. An adult gentleman 
with a mustache is obviously flirting with a 
young lady, over whose flaxen curis quite seven 
summers must have passed. It is a sketch 
that one may well hope will be elaborated 
into a picture and exhibited, for it would 
speak straight to the heart of a people ever 
keen to thrill to the emotion and sentiment 
of home-life. From 6 to 7:30 the Prince ad- 
dressed himself to correspondence and busi- 
ness in Gen. Anollys’ room; but indeed there 
is hardly an hour of the day which his Royal 
Highness devotes wholly to pleasure, for his 
land steward generally accompanies him in 
shooting excursions at hand to note sugges- 
tions as to improvements which may occur to 
the Prince as he tramps over the estate. It is 
reputed of the Prince in Norfolk that no land- 
lord in the county is better acquainted with the 
details of his property, and with a greater zeal 
for its improvement.

It is reported that Gov. CWILom will make 
a complete change m the Board of Peniten- 
tiary Commissioners. Without prejudice 
against any member of this Board individu- 
ally, we can only approve such a determina- 
tion in general if the Governor has actually 
made up his mind to it. Indeed, we do 
not well see how he can do otherwise, in the 
face of the unerplained evidence that the 
Penitentiary has been so managed under his 
predecessor, who appointed the present 
Board, that not only was a profitable con- 
tract on the State-House for the convict 
labor turned over to a private contractor, 
and the convict labor leased to him at a 
much less rate than the State was paying, 
but also that the Board permitted this con- 
tractor to get $40,000 in debt to the State 
on account of convict labor, while drawing 
money from the State for his contract work. 
Tne State moneys paid to this contractor 
virtually passed through the hands of the 
Penitentiary Board, since the original con- 
tract was theirs, and no money could be 
drawn upon it except through a warrant of 
the Warden, so there seems to be no excuse 
for allowing the contractor to run $40,000 
behind on his labor account. Under these 
circumstances, Gov. Cuttom cannot well 
reappoint the present Penitentiary Board 
without indorsing and assuming the mistakes 
of his predecessor. 


There is no doubt that an ugly and vicious 
spirit prevails among the Democrats in Con- 
gress at the disappointment which the de- 
cision of the Presidential Commission has 
created. The conduct of Speaker RANDALL 
in the House and the speech of Senator 
Bocy in the Senate denouncing Justice 
Brapuey, yesterday, are sufficient evidences 
of this. If the resentment be carried no 
further, what has already happened is 
enough to fasten disgrace upon the extreme 
Democratic faction in Congress. The de- 
nunciation of the Electoral Commission is 
not less unseemly than would be a similar 
denunciation of the Supreme Court for an 
adjudication of any matter that lawfully 
comes within its jurisdiction. If the de- 
cision of the Commission had been the 
other way, the slightest’ intimation 
from the Republican side of impure 
motives or improper influences would have 
been received with universal condemnation 
by the Democrats. The case is not altered 
because the decision has been in favor of Mr. 
Hayes ; and what would be infamous in Re- 
publicans is equally infamous in Democrats. 
If this spirit of resentment is indicative of a 
disposition to resist the decision of the Tri- 
bunal, or to adopt any scheme with the pur- 


pose of rendering it inoperative, the wise and 


conservative men of the Democratic party 
will do well to put a prompt veto upon the 
plan ; for any well-defined effort to precipi- 
tate the nation into new turmoil after the 
agreement to abide by the result will give the 
Democratic party a blow from which it can 
never rec over. 


THE HAPPY OUTCOME. 

The American people have reason this 
morning for thanks that the Presidential 
election has been settled. We make no dif- 
ference between Democrats and Republic- 
ans,—both have equal cause for rejoicing 
that the angry contest has been closed. We 
do not claim that this national gratitude is 
due because Hares is declared elected; it 
would have been equally due had Tor 
received the award. This gratitude is due 
that a controversy of such universal interest 
—one upon which the whole American peo- 
ple have been so earnestly and so equally 
divided; which has engrossed the excited 
attention of every city, town, hamlet, house- 
hold, and person in the land—has been ter- 
minated by the peaceful judgment of a court 
of law. Never in the history of the coun- 
try, never in the history of any people in 
any age, has there been a braver, nobler vin- 
dication and example of unconquerable 
devotion to the wise and peaceful decrees 
of the courts of law. Now, more 
than ever before, have the American people 
shown their ability to conquer their own 
partisanship, and yield all their prejudices 
and convictions to the decision of the consti- 
tuted legal authorities. Over all this broad 
land there is to-day a peaceful acceptance and 
acquiescence in the judgment of the Court ; 
violence is overcome, resistance withdrawn, 
the threat of civil war is silenced; and the 
spirit of insubordination and revenge finds 
expression only in the determination to re- 
verse this decision at the election in 1880. 

To fully appreciate the condition of the 
country to-day, as the result of this arbitra- 
tion, it is only necessary to recall the circum- 
stances under which the arbitration law was 
passed. At that time, and for weeks pre- 
viously, the extreme partisans of both parties 
had determined to have their men declared 
elected at all hazards. TD had 184 votes, 
and Hayes had 184 votes, and the two were 
claimants for the odd vote in Oregon. This 
vote in Oregon was contested, as were the 4 
votes in Florida and the 8 votes in Louisi- 
ana. Each candidate had, officially cer- 
tified, 184 votes, excluding one vote 
of Oregon. The President of the Senate 
was a Republican. The House of Repre- 
sentatives had a large Democratic majority. 
The House denied the power to count the 
vote of any State, without the concurrence 
of both Houses, and, under this claim, pro- 
posed to object to counting the certified 
votes of Florida and Louisiana, and, there- 


revolutionary measures. Both were wrong. 
Both claimed powers which were outside 
of the Constitution, and which were inde- 
fensible. Both were rushing to 2 formal 
declaration of the election of President by 
unconstitutional action. Each party had 
„the game in its own hands,” from a party 
point of view, and each was preparing to 
make sure of that game. The result was iv- 
evitable. On the day fixed for counting the 
votes—the 14th of February—there would 
have been two Presidents declared elected ; 
and to-day, from Maine to Texas, from Flor- 
ida to far-off Oregon, men would be busy 
preparing for the arbitrament of power by 
force. The people of Louisiana would by 
this time be cutting throats, and the long- 
restrained passion for a war of races would 
be let loose. The State Governments of the 
other fifteen States of the South would be at 
the service of Tu to support his Presi- 
dency. Oregon, Connecticut, New York, 
New Jersey, and Indiana, would all recog- 
nize and espouse, through their Executives, 
the cause of IDEA. The House of Repre- 
sentatives—the immediate representatives of 
the people and one branch of Congress— 
would recognize Toru as the lawfully- 
chosen President. On the other hand, the 
majority in the Senate would recognize 
Tlaygs and oppose TD. The other seven- 
teen Northern States, being in the control of 
Republican Governments, would all recog- 
nize Hares, and would support him. In 
each State there would be a minority, nearly 
as numerous as the majority, in violent op- 
position to the State Government and 
in support of the adverse President. 
Local elections all over the country 
would turn on the election of off. 
cers supporting III or Hares. It 
would not be three months before the whole 
country would be in all the blaze and fury 
of bitter, malicious civil war. Law and au- 
thority would be paralyzed. Crime would 
enlist under the banners of the opposing 
forces, and life and property would share the 
consequences of anarchy. Business would 
be at an end. Riots and plunder would be 
general; and all for the want of an author- 
ized tribunal to decide a question of law. 

Instead of this horrible condition of af- 
fairs, we have to-day, in the judgment of 
this Court of Arbitration, the peaceful, legal 
determination of the whole controversy. We 
have escaped the revolutionary election of 
Tors by the House of Representatives, 
and td revolutionary election of Hargs by 
the President of the Senate. We have es- 
caped the calamity of the election of 
two Presidents, and a divided Con- 
gress and a divided country on that 
subject. We have escaped political dis- 
order and confusion, paralyzation of the 
Government, and the substitution of anarchy 
for law. We have secured peace. We have 
erected law, and to the decision of law the 
whole country submits, and the nation moves 
on as safely and securely as if no danger had 
threatened its peace and stability. Under 
the circumstances of a peaceful and united 
country, as the result of this arbitration, the 
indignant declarations of the Demoerats and 
Republicans who a few weeks ago were 
shouting, ‘‘ We;wash our hands of all respon- 
sibility for this measure,” appear in all their 
criminal stupidity, and the American people 
who are not officeholders or office-seekers 
have cause to thank the wisdom and the 
patriotism of the men who devised this 
scheme of peace and union, and the su- 
premacy of law. 

* THE NEW TRADE IN MEATS. 

We made a brief reference the other day 
to the new opportunities opened up to the 
American market in the shipment to En- 
gland of freshly-killed hogs, sheep, and beef. 
It seems that not only has a large trade 
sprung up in this class of shipments in ice- 
boxes especially constructed for that pur- 
pose, but that live-stock is likewise sent in 
large quantities and at good profits. A 
recent number of the Mersey Post (English) 
contains the following important informa- 
tion concerning this trade : 

As to the quality of the live cattle, their excel- 
Jence may be gathered from the fact that sixty 
head landed from the steamer Dominion at Liver- 
pool, on the 19th uit., were declared by compe- 
tent authorities to be the finest animals ever im- 
ported into the country, and their average weight 
was over 2,100 pounds. These cattle were bred in 
Canada, and, in consequence of the St. Lawrence 
not being navigable, were forwarded by rail to 
Portiand, in Maine, and thence shipped by steam- 
er. A fortnight previously the Dakotah brought 
from New York to the Mersey 385 carcasses pre- 
served in the refrigerating chambers. On one day 
since the commencement of the present year 700 
tons of the meat were landed from three Ameri- 
can steamers at Liverpool. This has been die- 
tributed to some of the principal towns in the 
country, and has found a ready sale at remunera- 
tive prices, but considerably below the ruling rates 
of English meat. Several of our provincial con- 
temporaries have drawn attention to the excellent 
quality of the article. and to ite comparing not dis- 
advantageously with the greater portion of our 
home production. It has been sold at from 3d 
to 944d per pound, the latter being the highest 
amount charged for the primest joints and cuts. 
The trade during the past season and up to now 
may be said to have been tentative, but the success 
that it has met with will lead to a large and increas- 
ing business. 

The extent of this trade in meats is already 
very, large, though only in its infancy. It is 
not yet a year since it was demonstrated that. 
the newly-killed animals could be delivered 
on the other side of the Atlantic Ocean in 
good, salable condition. Yet the receipts! 
of a single week at Liverpool during January 
included 11,270 cases of fresh meats, equal 
to as many sheep; 500 tons of fresh beef, 
equal to 1,250 beasts; 719 quarters, equal to 

180 beasts, in addition to the live sheep and 
cattle, and the pressed meats, hams, etc., 
which have heretofore consfituted the 
trade. Of course, the limits of this 
trade cannot be determined. There is 
practically no limit to the resources of the 


especially of Scotland and Ireland, bave not 
been accustomed to fresh meat from one 
year’s end to the other. Of course, the agri- 
cultural interests of Great Britain will suffer 
some embarrassment for a time from 
the successful competition of the Ameri- 
can meats, but they will always be able 
to command their prices for the choice meats 
of their own raising, and, to the extent that 
they are shut out from the general market, 
they will turn their lands into arable 
lands. The law of supply and demand will 
soon rectify any disturbance that may be 
occasioned in this respect, and the advan- 
tage of cheap meats to the poor of Great 
Britain, and of a new and profitable trad 
for the agricultural classes of America, wi 
be permanent. Chicago may look forw 
with especial interest to the development 
this new trade, for this city will be o 
of the chief beneficiaries thereof; indeed, in 
American commerce, all roads seem to lead 
to Chicago.

JAPANESE ARCHEOLOGICAL DISCOVERY. 

Scientific inquisitiveness is bringing to 
light many hidden treasures in unexpected 
quarters. The Hanns papyrus has given us 
recently a graphic picture of life in the pris- 
tine times of RAMs, who swindled Ie at 
the gambling-table and supported JuPiTzr 
Ammon in such handsome style. The late 
Grorcz Surrn, who unearthed the Assyrian 
tablets, read from them the story of the 
Creation and the Deluge. Dr. Scuiremann’s 
indefatigable mining and digging have 
brought us CTT rer nA jewelry and 
Acamemnon’s shield, have resurrected the 
companions of these two old worthies from 
their centuries’ sleep, have uncovered the 
walls of old Troy, and may yet give us 
Menztavs, HM, Panis, Azax, and all the 
rest of that scandalous crowd who kept 
Greece and Troy in such trouble so many 
years, and perhaps old Hoes himself, who 
knew no better than to send the tiresome 
story down to posterity. One of the latest 
discoveries of the scientific ferrets concerns 
Japan, a country whose birth is hidden in 
the mists of antiquity, and records some 
of the early struggles of Rome to Christianize 
the medieval Japs, who were civilized before 
the Christian era. Some curious foreigner 
rummaging about in some remote and un- 
pronounceable Japanese town recently hit 
upon a bonanza of antique treasures. He 
found a painting of one of the first Ambassa- 
dors from Japan to a European Power, a 
painting of the Madonna and Child, and a 
great quantity of crucifixes, medallions, and 
rosaries, which were part and parcel of the 
properties of the early Jesuits in their efforts 
to Christianize Japan. Among these curiosi- 
ties was a parchment scroll written by Paus 
V., Pope of Rome in 1615, and issued to an 
embassy from Japan to the Holy City. The 
discovery of the parchment has corroborated 
history, which records the visits of the Jesuits 
to Japan in the latter part of the sixteenth 
century. The King Bunco (no relation to 
the Biro was his name) was one of the 
chief converts, and was a great favorite with 
the Jesuits, who rechristened him Fran- 
ors L., Franx Bodo for short. It was a sad 
day for Bunco’s family, however. The 
Jesuits, finding it impossible to convert Mrs. 
Bounao, called her Jezesze., which so incensed 
her that she cleared out and left Bunao, 
lived a happy life with another man, while 
Bunao was shortly after put to death by his 
fellow-citizens. Before that time, however, 
Buxco sent many embassies to the Pope, as 
also did Darz Masumunes, a Daimio of Oshin, 
who dispatched Sor O to Paci V. It isthe 
letter of this Daimio and the Pope's reply 
which have been found. The Daimio’s letter 
shows that he had an eye to business as well 
as to religion, and considered that if he 
agreed to be converted some consideration 
on earth as well as in Heaven should be 
guaranteed him. He speaks in his missive, 
as only a devout Daimio might speak, of 
the excellent truths of the Divine faith 
and religion,” but at the same time would 
like to know if the navigation of Japanese 
waters by Spanish trading ships, even 
to the Spanish Sea, is to be ex- 
pected.” The religio-commercial Daimio evi- 
dently was possessed of the idea that he 
could serve both Gop and Mammon. In any 
event, he was willing to try it. Pau. V. was 
an accommodating Pope, and was willing to 
accept the Daimio both in a religious and 
commercial sense, so there was free trade 
between the two in the exchange of commod- 
ities, and the Daimio, in consideration of 
being a good Christian, took his pay in com- 
merce, and went back on the gods of his 
forefathers for filthy Iucre. His embassy 
got to Rome safely, although they were two 
years getting there, as they went clear round 
Cape Horn in an old tub of a galleon. It is 
sad to relate that when they got home they 
found there had been a change in things. 
Bounco was dead and gone. The Dai- 
mio had no use for his commerce, 
for his faithful Pagans had killed him 
off also. The Jesuits, too, had all been mas- 
sacred. When Sorxto and his companions 
stepped on shore there was nothing left 
wanting to make aclean job except to dis- 
patch them to “the happy land also, which 
was done promptly and thoroughly. Mrs.

The supply of believers in the speedy seo- 
ond coming of Christ does not seem to give 
out. It keeps up through the discouraging 
events of the centuries. Some new sect is 
continually springing up with this idea in 
the forefront of its creed. That the Chris- 
tian world should have faith in the final 
coming of Christ as Judge, at the end of 
earthly history, is not indeed surprising, in 
view of His own words, and as a natural 
complement to the doctrine of His first com- 
ing as a Redeemer. But, as He discouraged 
all inquiries as to the date of His second 
advent, and declared that His kingdom was 
to be like the leaven which a woman hid 
in the meal till all was leavened, the 
Church has been content to expect the fact 
when the process of leavening should be 
more advanced. This conception, however, 
was very distasteful toa certain class, who 
liked to assume a prophet’s office at second 
hand, and, by dint of alarming interpreta- 
tions of select passages, to persuade others 
that a visible Christ was to be expected 
shortly. They skillfully applied texts which 
related to His then speedy providential 
coming to destroy the Jewish State and 
Church to His final personal advent, and 
called upon all who had faith in His words 
to act upon their interpretations.

Beecher’s Lecture on the Great 
Topic of the Hour. 


The Cash System a Bad Founda- 
tion for Commerce. 


Expansion Very Easy; Contrac- 
tion Extremely Difficult. 
Jay Codke’s Bubble---The Northern Pa- 
cific Railroad. 


Beecher and the Tabernacle. 


There were no extra preparations for a large 
crowd at McCormick Hall Isat evening to hear 
Beecher in his last lecture. The raised seats on 
the platform, which were thronged last Mon- 
day evening, as well as the extra seats in the 
body of the hall, were nowhere visible last 
evening. There were, however, a few chairs on 
the platform, of whose few occupants the most 
prominent were two bald-headed old gent le- 
men in velvet caps, —one at each side of the 
platform,—flanking the lecturer, as it were, 
and lending a grave and reverend air to the 
occasion. Whatever may have been the rea- 
son for the forethought of the managers, 
it e apparent that they had calculated 
very correctly the probable numerical strength 
ofthe audience. The hall, instead of being 
jammed as it was at the first lecture, was only 
comfortably full. Perhaps it was the tendency 
of people to stay indoors Saturday nights that 
was responsible for this; at least such was the 
reasoning of those who did venture out and who, 
of course, listened to a most entertaining lecture 
as a reward for their pains. 

It was a quarter past 8 before Mr. Beecher 
made his appearance, accompanied by Mr. Car- 
penter, who, a few minutes later, performed the 
somewhat unnecessary task of introducing the 
Treat preacher to the audience, with the an- 
nouncement that he would lecture on a topic in- 
teresting to all- HardT imes.” 

Mr. Beecher was welcomed with deserved ap- 
plause. He commenced by saying that the 
present commercial crisis stood out more pre- 
eminently in contrast with the great degree of 
prosperity which had preceded it, as well as by 
the obstinacy with which it remained. There 
seemed to be no remedy, and very few had been 
able to give any satisfactory explanation of its 
origin and extent. Some had attributed it to 
over-production. A little over-production there 
might have been, but that surely must have 
spent itself long ago. Some had ascribed it to one 
thing and some to another, but men had finally 
settled down to the view that the cause was a 
want of confidence. It was admitted that there 
was money enough, but men said that there 
was a want of confidence—as though a counsel 
of physicians were to stapd around a dead man 
and some one would say that he had died from 
one disease while others would say it was some- 
thing else. Yet, after ali, they would conclude 
it was quite certain that the man was dead for 
want of breath. [Lausghter.] But how came 
this loss of confidence? Before this commer- 
cial revulsion there had been a period of great 
fidancial prosperity. It belonged to the nature 
of commerce to be conducted on credit, 
aud commerce was subject from time to time, 
generally at regularly recurring periods, to 
these depressions, and many men would say it 
was a great deal better 

TO HAVE NO CREDIT. 

But suppose a man couldn't pay. Might he not 
got Was this good economy? Wasn’t it like 
requiring a young man, learning the trade of a 
carpenter, to earn a chest of tools and pay for 
them before he could use them? The absolute 
cash system might be well enough in respect to 
a man’s domestic economy, but iu so far as com- 
merce was concerned it was a bad system that 
had no credit at the bottom. With everything 
on a cash basis, the bad man could get as much 
as the good man. But with credit, a man 
oi aptitude, judgment, patient perseverance, 
industrious skill, and moral character, was ata 
premium in the community. Credit was, in- 
deed, a moral discrimination,—a premium to a 
young mau to grow up in a good, moral charac- 
ter. But it was true that there could de an 
abuse of the credit system. Enthusiasm in 
business grew; everything went on swimming- 
ly. Mem got warm in business, and began to 
blow soap-bubbles and see heaven through 
them,—perhaps the only time they ever 
did see it. [Laughter. Then schemes 
began to be orm of doubtful 
utility, and the credit | svstem 
permeated the whole community. But the 
credit and the pay lines had been varying their 
relations. Suddenly something disturbed the 
community. What happened then? A man 
would say to a debtor: Weil, this is a period 
of great uncertainty; pay me that thou owest.”’ 
{Laughter.} And so it went through the whole 
country, every man putting his hand to every- 
hody else’s toroat, and demanding payment. 
Laughter.| This thing happened about once 
n every ten years. Cool, conservative men 
might not get excited, for that was not 
their nature. But when a calamity 
of this nature fell ona bustling, mercurial peo- 
ple, it very quickly precipitated matters. In 
the West these calamities might be looked for 
once in about ten years; in New England in 
about twelve or fifteen; in 1 r perhaps 
twenty; and in Hollaud, where they were never 
excited, perhaps once in 100 years. wr ee 

After the first year or two of the late War, a 
sudden impetus was given to industry. The 
Government stood in the markets of the world 
as a gigantic purchaser of hundreds of er- 
ent articles, all of which could not 
be introduced in this country. Briareus 
had 100 hands, but the Government had a 
million. What might not be expected of the 
insanity of industry produced by this want of 
commodities! Farms were sold and the pro- 
ceeds used to build factories; there never was 
a time of such universal prosperity. But, un- 
fortudately, money was not money. The Gov- 
ernment could not pay gold, and issued a cur- 
rency redeemable in the hope of gold. But it 
was doubtful how the war would r

BEECHER AND THE TABERNACLE. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

Orrics Stan Lectrurs Courssz, CMA, 
Feb. 17.—We think it just to the Tabernacle 
Committee, and to ourselves, that we should 
briefly state the facts, as far as we know them, 
why.Mr. Beecher did not preach or lecture in 
the Tabernacle. To have replied before to all 
the public and private criticisms to which we

Let us premise by frankly acknowleding at 
the outset that we recognize the propriety and 
right of the Tabernacle Committee, us a Com- 
mittee, to determine absolutely and without 
reference to the opinion of apy one what shall 
be done with the building they manage. It is 
true the building was erected partly by public 
subscriptions, but having passed into the ds 
of this Committee, it is, to all intents and pur- 

s, theirs to do with as they like. Their 
ju - ent may be criticised, but their rights not 
at all. 

Furthermore, let us say for ourselves that 
when we engaged Mr. Beecher to lecture for us, 
the extraordinary fee we were obliged to pay 
compelled us, in self-defense, te stipulate aa a 
part of our contract that Mr. Beecher should 
appear in Chicago only for ourselves, 
or by our consent.

Beecher lecture in McCormick Hall, but as soon 
as Mr. Beecher’s lectures were anuounceck- a 
pressure such as we could not have reasonably 
resisted, if we had so desired, was made ypon 
us to arrange that he should lecture in the Tab- 
ernacle,where all who desired to hear him could 
be comfortably accommodated at an admission 
fee of 50 cents. Aceordingly Mr. Carpenter 
saw Mr. Harvey and explained the situation to 
him. Mr. Harvey, with equal frankness, told 
Mr. Carpenter that it was the intention of the 
Committee to have some entertainments of 
their own in the Tabernacle to raise money, and 
did not wish to have the novelty of its use 
worn off before they had completed their 
series of entertainments. He said, however, that 
it was a matter of money with them, as they 
were in great need of funds, and asked what 
consideration we could offer. Mr. C. suggested 
he (Mr. H.) should make any reasonable propo- 
sition, and he would find us liberal m our ac- 
ceptance. He asked if we could offer to pay 
$1,000. Mr. C. told him that, having to pay 
Beecher such an unusual fee, we could not take 
such a large additional risk, but instead of pay- 
ing a certainty for the Tabernable would will- 
ingly give such a percentage of the receipts, as 
in case the building should be crowded to its 
capacity would approximate the sum named. 

Asafurther reason why it it was desirable 
for us to make the percentage arrangement, Mr. 
C. explained to Mr. Harvey—who, as a shrewd 
business man, at once took in the facte—that 
it was no finaacial advantage to us 
to have Mr. Beecher im the Tabernacle, as 
the general result would be the same 
whether he lectured in the Tabernacle at 50 
cents or McCormick Hall at $1.50. Our chief 
desire was to please Mr. Beecher with a large 
audience, satisfy the public, und close our lect- 
ure season witb eclat. 

After an extended interview Mr. Harvey told 
Mr. C. to submit a proposition, and if liberal 
enough the arrangement might be consum- 
mated, he 1 as a part of the consider- 
ation, that we shou d give the Committee our 
services in the management of their own enter- 
tainments, which we tendered him — — 
ently of any conclusion reached in our matters. 
We submitted three propositions to choose be- 
tween, one of $300 rentalasa certainty, or if

However, the next morning, while the great 
rush for tickets was in progress, a gentleman 
infroduced himself to us as a member of the 
Committee—Mr. Sol Thate asked why 
we had not arranged for the Tabernacle. Mr. 
Sheldon fully explained the situation to him. 
and he said he knew, if a meeting of the Com- 
mittee could be had, there would be no difficulty 
about securing the Tabernacle both to preach 
and lecture in, and he immediately started out 
to see some of the leading members, we propos- 

to meet with the Committee. 

Friday morning we made several calls on 

Mr. Harvey to ascertain at what hour the Com- 
mittee would meet, but could not find him, and 
were finally referred to Mr. Case, the Treasurer 
of the Committee. We had that morning de- 
cided, in view of the extraordinary rush for 
seats, that it would be best to have Mr. Beecher 
preach in the Tabernacle, as in any event 
we felt confident people would be turned away; 
and, having spoken once in the building, there 
could afterward be ao objection to his lecturing 
there. Intending to so present the matter to 
the Committee, Mr. Carpenter called on Mr. 
Case to find out where the meeting was to be 
held. In view of certain statements of Mr. 
Case in a published interview, Mr. Carpenter 
deems it necessary to say that the only propo- 
sition made to Mr. Case at this or — — 
interviews was respecting Beecher's p ing. 
In reply to the question Is it true the Com- 
mittee refused permission to Mr, Beecher to 
reach in the Tabernacle!” Mr. Case says, 

‘No, it has not even been asked, except in- 
cidentally,”’ etc. 

From latest information it is undoubtedly 
true that the Committee” never refused, be- 
cause the Committee were never given au 
opportunity,—Mr. Case deciding the whole 
matter for the Committee. But that 
Mr. Case was not asked ’’—* not 
incidentally”? merely but directly and with- 
out any conditions surrounding the request— 
to permit Mr. Beecher ta preach on Sunday in 
the Tabernacle Mr. Case himself will not prob- 
ably deny. Nor will Mr. Case deny that in his 
conversation with Mr. Carpenter the matter of 
Mr. Beecher’s lecturing was the “ incidental,” 
and the preaching the material portion of the 
interviews. 

In his first interview Mr. Carpenter endeavored 
to ascertain when and where the Committee 
would meet. Mr. Case said no meeting would 
be called for any such purpose, for the matter 
had already been decided. Mr. Carpenter told 
him we desired the Committee to meet so that 
arrangements could be made to have Mr. Beecher 


—_ in the Tabernacle, for the public demand 


ad become so strong that we could not if we 
would refuse, and we would not take the re- 
sponsibility of not permitting Mr. Beecher to 

reach there. He said the responsibility could 

placed upon the Committee, and Mr. C. re- 
plied that was why he wished the Committee 
to act as a body. Mr. Case the 
Committee would not meet, because it was not 
desirabie to have the matter considered asa 
Committee, for, while he was what might be 
called a Beecher man, it was well known that 
his own sect (Congregational), as well as others, 
were divided upon the merits of the case, and 
the Committee proposed to avoid all room for 
criticism. Mr. Carpenter suggested that there 
would be less criticism by quietly acceding to 
the public demand than attempting to thwart 
it, — — Mr. Case replied that H 499,000 
out of the 500,000 people in Chicago should pre- 
sent a petition to let Beecher into the Taber- 
nacle he should say No.“ Mr. Case said there 
were other reasons which he did not care to ex- 
lain why the Tabernacle could not be used to 
et Mr. Beecher preach in, and when further 
pressed be said that when subscriptions 
were being taken considerable sums 
were subscribed with the understanding 
that the building should only be used 
for revival purposes. Mr. Carpenter suggested 
that no such objection could ibly hold 
against Mr. Beecher, for his would undoubtedly 
be the greatest revival sermon ever preacned in 
the Tabernacle; whercupon Mr. Case said that 
it wos against just such an emergency that the 
restriction in the subscription was aimed, for, at 
the time the subscriptions were being taken 
there was public talk of building a large hall 
for Swing, and it was to prevent the Tabernacle 
being bought or used by the Swing people that 
the pledges were given, and the same reason 
would hold against Beecher. 

In his interview Mr. Case says: Mr. Car- 
penter made some very severe remarks. The 
only severe remarks made by Mr. C. were in 
this connection, and, as he had labored with 
zeal and love in securing the $50,000 guarantee- 
fund which enabled Prof. Swing to remain 
in Chicago in an independent church, 
Mr. Carpenter might be excused making some 
severe remarks.” But they were more live- 
ly’? than severe,“ consisting simply in asking 
Mr. Case what was to de done with the building 
when they were through with it, and upon Mr. 
Case — that it would be converted —not 
theologically, we presume—into stores, Mr. 
Farwell being put under a contract tnat it 
should be used for no public purposes after the 
Committee were through with it, Mr. Carpenter 
suggested that the stores “should be bap- 
tired, or. perhaps better still, be thoroughly 
fumigated, so the commercial and religious 
spirit should not vome in contact. 

In the final interview with Mr. Case, Mr. Car- 
penter urged him to give him a list of the 
subscribers so that they might be personally 
— ny — 2 ~~ ur ior 
this specia eparture from their agree- 
ment, on" this Mr. Case refused to 
do, and also refused to call a meet- 
ing of the Committee, after which, considering 
we had done all that could be asked of us to ac- 
commodate the public, we relinquished all fur- 
ther efforts tu get the Tabernacle. 

It has been stated with semi-official authori- 
zation on the part of the Committee that no 
„formal demand was made to have Beecher 

in the Tabernacie. The demand to have 
im preach was as formal as to have him lect- 
ure, and as we spent two davs trying to induce 
the officers of the Committee to a meeting 
so that a formal demand could be submitted, 
the informality of the demand should not, we 
think, induce the Committee to make us respon- 
sible for not securing the Tabernacle for Mr. 
Beecher. 

In couclusion, we have only this apology for 
de ing from our usual custom of silence and 
inflicting this long letter upon the public, and 
that is, that we trust a full statement of the 
facts will induce the case to be carried to the 
supreme tribunal of the entire Committee, and 
have it there determined whetherjthe Tabernacie 
shall be held so sacred that elevating and edu- 
cating entertainments shall not be permitted to 
be given in the only place in Chicago where the 
great masses can be accommodated at a merely 
nominal price. We can urge this subject now 
without being accused of interested motives, 
and for the credit offChicago we trust the Com- 
mittee,—which we believe are broad enough to 
act for the public welfare, —and not a single man, 
shall in future decide whether the Tabernacle 
can be used for concert or lecture.

Miss Preston in her “ No 
Name story, Is That All,” hits off this grow- 
ing greed for essays sandwiched in with coffee 
and cake in her sly description of Guildford, 
where she says, The art actually survives in 
Guildford of giving a party where the guests in- 
clude both old and young, where no paper is 
read. 

But nobody wants to find fault with such a 
paper as Mr. Whipple read, especially when Mr. 
Whipple read it in that melodious voice of his, 
which he seems to have got into the most com- 
plete training possible for the human organ, to 
express human sympathy in the translation of 
another’s words. His paper was founded 
upon his Centennial articles in Harpers Maga- 
zine, but it contained in some points a fuller and 
freer expression, and it is this that I propose to 
give. I went in a little late, missing the 
first of the paper, which touched upon certain 
celebrated divines and statesmen of a past day, 
but in time to hear what was pronounced by 
earlier comers to be the most interesting por- 
tion,—that that treated of the purely literary 
meu.

This school-boyish tone, unworthy not only 
of a historian, but of a grown man, is generally 
followed by a lucid narrative of events or a 
really philosophical view of their import, 
which has no connection with the rant 
by which it is prefaced.

COMPULSORY EDUCATION, 
To the Editor @f The Tribune. 

CMA, Feb. 17.—1 am glad to notice the 
stand taken by Taz Tant in regard to the 
Compulsory Education bill now before the 
Legislature of this State. It may seem policy 
for the leading paper of the party which backs 
such legislation. It is policy for the Repub- 
lican party to see to itt its members are in- 
telligent. If they are educated, they will stick 
to the party; otherwise they will naturally 
drift into the organization which has always 
been notorious for patronizing ignorance and 
vice. There are some who should know etter 
who pretend to be scared at the term“ compul- 
eory.”’ It may be au unfortunate word to use in 
this connection. But are not othei laws compul- 
sory? The law for collecting the taxes tosupport 
the schools is compulsory; and it seems to me, 
taking no higher view of the subject, that it 
would be justice either to require twice the at- 
tendance at school (the average now is about 50 
per cent), or reduce the taxes for that purpose 
one-half. We pay for educating all of the 
children of the State; but, in consequence of 
this defect in our system, the benefits are re- 
alized by only one-half; or, in other words, one- 
half of the money prov'ded for the purpose is 
absolutely thrown away. Especially is this 
true of the country schools, where double the 
attendance would not only be no detriment, 
but would be a positive advantage. H.

„ THE BANKS OF CALIFORNIA. 

A compilation giving in detail the principal items 
of the 100 incorporated banks of California is 
published by the San Francisco Sulletin of the 10th 
inst. It includes savings as well as commercial 
banke, and is the first statement of the kind yet 
made in regard to the California banks. The total 
banking capital of the State—including that of ten 
private banks in San Francisco not included in the 
Bulletins table—is 853. 005, 000. and the total de- 
posits are $181,906,300. There are in the interior 
of the State a number of private banks not in- 
cluded in the above figures. Adding their capital, 
and that of local insurance companies, building 
societies, and the like, gives a total banking capi- 
tal in the State of about $200,000,000. The 
amount of money inthe State, in gold com, gold 
notes, and silver, is not more than $25, 000, 000. 

THE BUSINESS BAROMETER. 

For three successive weeks Clearing-House 
transactions at ten chief cities have exceeded thoge 
of the corresponding weeks last year, notwith- 
standing a fall of prices which, with transactions 
in quantities equal to those of last year, would 
have caused a decline of 7 per cent in values. The 
week ending Feb. 10 was the best of the year thus 
far, the aggregate incrcaee in transactions being 52 
per cent. Moreover, improvement appears at every 
city except Philadelphia and St. Louis, where 
operations at this season last year were unusually 
large, exceeding those of 1875, and at Chicago, 
where the decline is not explained, unlees by the 
peculiar condition of the grain market. The 
most remarkable apparent increase is at 
Milwaukee. The Clearing-House transactions 
hitherto have not represented the largest part of 
the grain business there, but the return for the 
week ending Feb. 10 exceeds half the exchanges 
for the entire month of February in 1876 
or 1875. „ The remarkable gain at 
Milwaukee may be due in part to com- 
parison with estimated in<tead of actual trans- 
actions for the second week in February last year; 
but, after all possible allowance on that score, the 
improvement is surprising. At Louisville the 
Clearing- House system had been in operation less 
than a month last year. The gain at New Orleans, 
however, indicates a decided improvement in the 
cotton business, and the Baltimore retarn reflects 
the great gain made by that city in grain traffic. 
New York ranks next, with a very encouraging 
improvement, and Boston clearings indicate in- 
creased activity in New England manufactures. 
We suspect that Chicago is suffering from the 
grasping demands of elevators and the wild dreams 
of speculators. Buton the whole the returns are 
very encouraging. They warrant the hope that the 
long-expected revival of business has actually com- 
menced.—7he Public, Feb. 15. 

THE LONDON SILVER MARKET. 

The London 7. mes of Jan. 30 says: The silver 
market continues to show the same stagnation 
which has been its characteristic for the past three 
or four days. There is both an entire absence of 
demand for Indm and also of business of any kind, 
while it is impossible to give any quotation for 
bars. The last price at which any amount changed 
hands was 58d, but, were any transactions to be en- 
tered into, something considerably below that rate 
would, it is thought, have to be accepted.”

The 
following letter, rectived yesterday by Presi- 
dent Hulbert of the Chicago Club, explains the 
course Mr. Spalding’s Boston friends took to 
testify their esteem for him: 

Boston, Feb. 14, 1877.—W. A. Hulbert, Pres- 
ident Chicaqo Base-Ball Club: I beg to advise 
you that I shall send you by this mail two papers, 
which will explain themselves. One is a commu- 
nication to the Chicago Club relative to an article 
in the last Philadelphia Sunday Mercury attacking 
the record cf Mr. A. G. Spalding while he was a 
member of tne Boston Club. and it is signed by the 
pefsons who have held the office of President during 
the five yearsof Mr. * connection with it. 
The other paper is an open letter addressed to all 
interested parties, and is signed by all the men 
lately associated with Mr. Spalding in the Boston 
Club who are now in this city. In the belief that 
many friends of the game and of Mr. Spalding will 
be glad to read what is thought of him by e 
who have had abundant opportunities of knowing 
his character for probity, I remain yours truly.

The first letter referred to from the Presidents 
of the Club covers all the time from its organi- 
zation to the time that Spalding closed his serv- 
ice with it. Itis as follows: 

Bostox, Feb. 13, 1877.—Zo the Chicago Base- 
Ball Club, Chicago, IM. —GINTIR ANN: We feel 
that in addressing you upon the matter spoken of 
below it is hardly necessary for us to declare that 
the base-ball public has never yet had occasion to 
call upon the Boston Base- Ball Club for any expla- 
nation or defense of the acts of any of its players, 
for whom they were properly accountable to the 
patrons of the game. We also feel ‘a -justifiable 
pride inthe fact that the personal integrity of 
every man hitherto employed by the Boston Club 
has been unassailed and unassailable. 

At all times since the expiration of our respect- 
ive terms of office, we have continued to note care- 
fully, so far as our opportunities have allowed, all 
things affecting the welfare and good name of the 
Boston Club. his feeling of interest extends to 

layers who have ceased to be connected with the 
‘lub, as well as to those who are now wearing its 
uniform. 

It is, therefore, with wonder and indignation 
that we have readin a public journal certain 
charges of a serious nature against the character 
of Mr. A. G. Spalding at the time when he was 
connected with the Boston Club. We hold that the 
high reputation sustained by Mr. Spalding, as a 
player whose honesty has never ‘before been cailed 
in question, is well deserved, and, so far as the

yond their juriediction—a fact which the rule 
quoted plainly snows. 

It is not true, as stated by Wricht, that Bechtel 
** was expelled on ex parte evidence.“ and, so far 
from Louisville's subsequent action being a com- 
pliance with Bechtel’s demand. a prominent 
officer of that club has admitted to the writer that 
they yielded too easily to his importuni‘y. The 
maturer judgment of the Louisville Club on the 
Bechtel case is found in the fact that they would 
not ask fora reversal of the expulsion when the 
League Board was in session in Cleveland. 

Wright concludes his statement by saying: The 
mere playing of Bechtel in these two games did not 
constitute him a member of the Mutuals, even ff he 
had been expelled. In view of Wright's famil- 
jarity with the League rules, he could not fail to 
know that the two games in which Bechtel played 
were regular match games, as he reported 
them, and that the rule on the point, printed in 
the same League Book for 1876, before referred to, 
on page 28. is exactly the reverse of this assertion. 
It says:: Rvery player taking part in a regular 
match game, no matter what number of innings 
may be played, shall be considered a member of 
the club with which he plays.” 

SI KECK’S MENAGERIE. 

A letter received here last week intimates 
that Mr. Keck, of the Cincinnati Club, has 
closed engagements with Dick Higham and with 
McCormick.

was a man calculated by nature to manage such 
an assortment, J. L. Keck is that man. Three 
of the team will learn this year for the first time 
in their lives what discipline is.

manner from the combined effects of the inter- 
nal strife which bids fair to begin before the in- 
fant organization has passed its babyhood, and 
the vigorous attacks of outsiders, which have 
already begun. 

in the early part of the winter a few of the 
upper-crust class of trotting-horse breeders met 
in New York and organized an association, the 
object of which was to unite the breeders of 
the country on all essential points apper- 
taining to their business. The few gen- 


tlemen who attended this meeting, after 
forming themselves into an organization for 
mutual benefit and protection, should have 
stopped right there, sent the seedings of 
their mecting to ali the respectable breeders in 
the country, and invited them to join the move- 
ment. When sufficient time had elapsed tor all 
to have considered the vroposition, a general 
meeting should have been called, letting those 
breeders in each State who could not attend 
personally, designate some member to repre- 
sent their views and interests. By the adoption 
of some such plan as this, everybody would have 
been satisfied, and, to say the least, the Associa- 
tion would bave started under more auspicious 
circumstances than it has thus far been favored 
with. But nothing of the kind was done. 


The thirty gentlemen who were 
ent apparently labored under the pless- 
ant delusion that they composed 
the entire breeding interests of the country, 
and proceeded to adopt a constitution and by- 
laws, which provide for about every question 
that can possibly arise. And this was where the 
trouble began. Other breeders could see no ad- 
vantage in connecting themselves with an insti- 
tution, regarding the organization of which they 
had not been consulted, and whose regulations 
were in some cases unjust and oppressive, and 
they have naturally thrown cold water on the 
enterprise whenever an opportunity offered. 

Take, for instance, the case o? Mr. Alden 
Goldsmith, than whom no breeder in the coun- 
try is better known or more respected. Not 
having been invited to take part i. the organiza- 
tion of the new Association, it is not likely that 
he will care to have his name presented for 
membership when two negative votes are suf- 
ficient to cause its rejection. As the consti- 
tution provides that in the annual trotting 
meetings to be held under the auspices of the 
Association entries shall be confined to 
colts owned or bred by members, or the 
get of stallions owned by members, none of the 
Volunteer family, which comprises such horses 
as Bodine, record 9104, Huntress, 2:20%, 
Amy, 2: 2K, St. Julien, 2:22, Trio, 2:23, 
and W. H. Allen, 2:23, are eligible to these 
races, so long as Mr. Goldsmith remains outside 
the Association, and the public will be inclined 
to frown down any arrangement which is so 
one-sided in its nature. In fact, on account of 
this two-ballots-to-reject clause in the constitu- 
tion, it is not likely that the membership of the 
Association will largely increase, as the well- 
known jeaiousies of horsemen, and especially 
breeders, are so deepiy rooted in their systems 
that there is hardly one of the fraternity in the 
country who would run the risk of having his 
pride wounded by the rejection of his name 
when proposed for membership, on the basis of 
two negative votes being sufficient to accomplish 
that result. 

Another weak point in the constitution is the 
section relative to public sales of stock by num- 
bers. It provides, among other things, that 
Every head of stock offered snall be sold, if 
any bid whatever be made.“ As a previous sec- 
tion prohibits the owner of stock from bidding 
on it, the rule places the breeder, in case of baa 
weather and a small attendance on the day of 
sale, eutirely at the mercy of the few sharvers 
who are sure to be on hand, and, if but two of 
them were present, they could compel the un- 
fortunate proprietor to place the most valuable 
animals in the catalogue on sale, and if one bid 
were made he would be forced to accept it. 
Such a — as this is simply absurd, and 
should modified at once.

‘he carefu scrutiny o igrees is 
a matter that has become doubly im- 
portant since blood is the standard by which 
young stock is bought and sold, and the work 
of the breeders in this direction cannot fail to 
be of great benefit to all interested in the im- 
provement of the trotting horse. The mistake 
of doing too much at once was made by the pro- 
jectors of the organization, but early faults are 
not difficult to correct, and if Mr. Backman and 
his fellow breeders will make their Association 
less of a close-corporation concern, and remodel 
its constitution, it cannot fail of success. 

EARLY SPRING EVENTS. 

Although in this section of the country the 
horsemen are still encircling the cheerful stove 
in the down-town bar-rooms, and devoting their 
energies to the consumption of tobacco and the 
relation of yarns that would make even Dan 
Mace pause in respectful silence, their brethren 
in the South, and espeeially the running-horse 
fraternity, are inthe midst of active preparations 
for the coming campaign, and the thoroughbreds 
are receiving walking exercise, with an occasional 
„breeze for a quarter or balf-mile, to expand 
the lungs and reduce the surplus fat. Horses 
that are entered in the early fixed events 
of the coming spring are of course further ad- 
vanced in their preparation. The only race- 
horses of merit owned in Chicago are Aramis 
and The Nipper; both of these are now at New 
Orleans in charge of Mike Welch, and will take 

art in the Louisville meeting, The Nipper be- 

ng in the cup, where Ten Broeck and Aristides 
wil! st le for the supremacy. 

The earliest spring event of consequence will 
be the meeting at Baltimore under the auspices 
of the Marvland Jockey Club, which begins 
May 22, and continues three days. The amount 
hung up in purses and additions to stakes 
reaches $10,000, and the entire programme 


embraces eighteen races. The most 
notable events will be the Chesa- 
peake stake for three-year-old fillies, 


which closed last August with thirteen nomina- 
tions, and which were those notable two-year 
olds of last scason, Zoo-Zoo, Idolia, and Oriole. 
The Baltimore Cup, $50 each, h. f., which closes 
March 1; the Preakness Stake, which closed last 
August with seventeen nominations, among 
which were Bombast, Oriole, Lottery, and 
Lounger, all good ones; and the Grand Steeple 
Chase Post Stakes, of $50 each, h. f., to close 
March 1.

ABOUT BUDD DOBLE. 

Probably no driver in the country has been 
the recipient of more ise and flattery from 
the préss and public than Budd Doble. When 
Goldsmith Maid placed herself at the head of 
the American trotting turf, by putting in 
three heats below 2:20, and wiping out 
Dexter’s record, she took Budd Doble along 
with her, and the young man who had previous- 
lv been regarded as merely an average handler 
of trotters was, inthe minds of the public, 
transformed into a second Hiram Woodruff, 
a man who could make any horse trot. 

It is an old saying among horsemen that “if 
you have one good trotter you can get all the 
others,” and this was never better exemplified 
than inthe caseof Doble. When the Maid 
lowered the time standard, the great ＋ 
of people imagined that Doble did it all 
from that time his success was assured. Kvery 
man owning a good horse was anxious to place 
it in Doble’s stable, and it is a fact that Budd has 
been extremely successful with these 
horses. But this is not at all strange. In the 
first place, since the Maid established his repu- 
tation, he has Bo — K — — not 
shown great s „eit pu contests or 

rivate trials, before possing into his hands.

‘HORSEMAN’? TALKS BAOK. 
To the Editor of The Tribune.

THE SURPRISERS. 
Latest news from the front indicates that the 
rise party Bashi-Bazouks, infesting the

Monroe, have suffered a decided check, a fact 
which has correspondingly elevated the spirits 
of the peaceful population.

They were, how- 
ever, disappointed in this, for a st picket of 
small boys had been posted two blocks off, 
and, being driven in, fell back on the main 
body, offe a desperate resistance and giving 
the alarm. e besieged had thus an opportu- 
nity to barricade their doors, and, putting out 
the gas, pre to sell their lives as dearly as 
might be. The main body sat down on the 
sidewalk before the fortress, while sappers 
opened the first parallel, the objective point 
being the front door. e storm-porch was, 
however, bolted on the inside, hence the besieg- 
ers were unable to occupy the bell-pull. and 
compelled to content themselves with crowning 
the front steps and keeping up a desultory fire 
of knocks. Meanwhile a diversion was at- 
tempted, a picked body of intimate friends try- 
ing to turn the left flank of the house by ad- 
vancing a zigzag up between the building and 
the fence, intending to seize the side door and 
force an entrance through the back dining- 
room. For a moment it appeared as if the 
desperate attempt would be successful, but the 
besiegers, recovering from their temporary con- 
fusion, made a vigorous sortie with the bulld 
and drove the assailants back in confusion wit 
a heavy loss of of pantaloons and water- 
proofs. The bulldog, however, advanced beyond 
reach of his supports, and the invaders, rallying, 
beat bim off. It was now apparent that the sur- 
render of the invested house was only a matter 
of time, but fortunately the besiegers had 
neglected to cut the A. D. T. Co.’s wires and 
the garrison signaled for reinforcements, both 
of firemen and policemen. In obedience to 
this signal a strong body of messe 
with light-field Babcocks, a corps of heavy siege 
band-engines and a brigade of special policemen 
armed with breach-loading clubs were promptly 
dispatched and arrived in the nick oftime. The 
advanced guard of messengers rapidly taking up 
position opened a galling fire—or, rather, water 
charged with carbonic acid gas—on the besieg- 
ers, while the policeman, outflanking them on 
the left, mowed them down with successive vol- 
levs of his club. They were unabie to stand 
this and speedily broke and fied, when, 
the son sallying out with cries of victory, 
turned the light dog loose to complete their 
route. He hung upon and haraseed their un- 
protected rears for several blocks, capturing 
seven coat-tails, two patent paniers, seventeen 
vards of petticoats, polonaises, and overskirts, 
an overshoe, and a considerable quantity of car- 
dinal red stocki and cotton batting, from 
which it is inferred that the female allies of the 
besiegers suffered considerable loss.

PENSION CERTIFICATES. 

There are in this city and county a large num- 
ber of United States pensioners, most of whom 
are naturally in reduced circumstances. They, 
in common with a good many other people, 
have felt the pressure of the times, and have 
often found it mnecessary to raise money. 
It has been one of their favorite devices to put 
up their pension certificates, which are enibel- 
lished with a gigantic seal, preseut an agreeable 
and sefe appearance, and are looked upon by 
most trades’ people as perfect security for any 
money they may advance or goods they may 
furnish. The trouble is, however, that these 
documents are valueless in the hands of any one 
except the person in whose favor they are made 
out. Not only that, but it is illegal for any one 
except the pensioner to have them. This pro- 
vision of the law is not generally known to citi- 
zens, and often not to the pensioners them- 
selves. Every day cases 
where the pensioner has 
his certificate to some 
grocer, or other store-keeper as collateral for 
articles supplied: but neither the butcher nor 
the grocer can draw the money when due, nor 
can it be garnisheed by anv process, nor can the 
certificate be withheld from the pensioner, no 
matter how freely he handed it over, without 
subjecting the illegal holder to the penalties of 
the law. Several instances of this have lately 
come to the attention of the Special Agent of 
the Pension Office for the Northwestern Dis- 

„Mr. G. Clemen, and, in one or two cases, 
he has been obliged to goto the parties with 
whom the certificates were pledged, and compel 
them to give them up. It is proper that trades 
people should know that these certificates are 
not things that they can meddle witb, and they 
would do well to refuse them as seCurity.

LOOK OUT FOR MISCHIEF.

LINCOLN PARK. 
WORKING OUT THE ASSESSMENT. 

Work has already been commenced on Lincoln 
Park, and is progressing famously. Attention is 
confined exclusively to the lower end, and the 
landmarks of the old cemetery are disappearing 
before the continued attacks of 300 men. The 
Commissioners haye seized upon the spring-like 
aspect of the past month and the availability of 
labor, and have furnished employment to quite 
an army that would otherwise have been wan- 
dering up and down the face of the town for 
jobs. The frost is entirely out of the ground, 
making digging practicable, and so the Com- 
missioners concluded to utilize the num- 
erous applicants for work, and prepare 
the extreme southern end of the park for the 
hands of the decorator. Three hundred men 
were employed and divided inte two gangs, and 
each lowed two weeks’ work out of each 
month. Of the 300, two-thirds, or 200, are tax- 
payers, living near the park. They own small 
patches ot property on which they are taxed, 
and yet, during the whole winter, they have had 
a hard struggle for food. They proposed to the 
Commissioners to employ them and pay their 
taxes out of their earnings. This was acceeded 
to, and their wages ned at $1 per day 
of eight hours. By this they are 
relieved vf their tax burdens and afforded an op- 
portunity to earn something besides for the 
support of the families. Mr. Olof Benson, the 
Superintendent says he never had better work- 
men, or menwho accomplish more in a given 
space of time. They appreciate that there is no 
lack of laborers, and that by rigid industry 
alone they can preserve to themselves the a 
portunities they now have,and the result is 
manifest in the rapid conversion of the south- 
ern territory of Lincoln Park from the ragged, 
untempt appearance it presented last summer 
to the promise of beauty it now extends. 

THE WORK UNDER IMMEDIATE SUPERVISION 
is bounded, north by the lower end of the little 
lake, and south by North avenue. The ecrub 
oaks and dead trees have been removed, and the 
soil turned over. The surface of the ground 
was of sand, and under it a heavy black earth. 
This has been inverted and the loam brought to 
the „ Two long and gracefully-curving 
lawns, following the bends of the Boulevard 
road on the east, andthe lower Clark street 
entrance-road on the west, have been laid out, 
with a broad straight mall or vista dividing them. 
The southern end of the mall stops at a terrace, 
to be where the monument circle was 
first intended to be. The mall is 1,650 feet long 
and twenty-five feet wide, shaded on each side 
by rows of trees. The lawns stretch away to 
the main drives on either siae. The pathways 
along the biuffs on the east and lower on the 
west are to be tunneled to afford direct acceas 
to the vista, and carriage concourses on either 
side are planned to afford all visitors a near 
approach to the music on the terrace. The lawns 
are to be laid out and decorated with flowers. 
and the whole makes a vista from the terrace 
through the lawns and up the lake, under the 
bridges, almost the whole length of the so-far 
improved territory. 

With the completion of the present work, 
every vestige of the old cemetery will have dis- 
appeared except Couch’s tomb. Masons have 
carefully examined this structure, and say it 
will — nearly $3,000 to remove it to Rosehill, 
and the Commissioners have determined to let it 
remain, and plant trees thickly arouna it.

New York, Feu 14.—Some time ago a para- 
graph floated its rounds through the newspa- 
pers regarding a woman who lived in the inte- 

sit it this State, and who had a numerous 
progeny, the lafger part of whom were crimi- 
pals or paupers. This woman was spoken of as 
Margaret, the mother of criminals.” Her 
case gains importance from the fact that it led 
to investigations relative to crime and pauper- 
ism becoming hereditary. The New York Pris- 
on Association prosecuted its inquiries very 
zealously for the purpose of ascertaining to 
what extent the hereditary taint was responsi- 
ble for the long line of criminals and paupers 
descended from this woman, and how much 
the surroundings of the matvidual were to 
be charged with his or her short comings. 
These inquiries were prosecuted with great in- 
telligence by the Rev. Richard L. Dugdall, 
whose report occupies over 150 pages of the au- 
pual report of the New York Prison Association, 


just published. As it is full of interesting in- 


formation, as well for the general reader as for 
those whose business it is to care for the out- 
casts of society@ propose to give the salient 
ew of Mr. Dugdale’s report in this brief 


THE JUKE FAMILY. 
The family to which Margaret, the mother 


© of criminals,” belonged bore the name of Juke. 


Their ancestral breeding spot is near five lakes 
in the northern counties, which lakes are bor- 
dered by forests, and the sürrounding country 
is 60 rocky as to be almost inaccessible. This 
peighborhood-has been prolific in criminals, for 
investigation shows that other resident fami- 
ies have deen nearly as notorious depre- 
dators as the Jukes. The orignal ancestors of 
this very bad stock were “squatters ” among 
‘these rocky fastnesses, where they lived in log 
or stone hovels, similar to the old slave-hovels 
of the South, all ages and sexes, Telations and 
strangers, “bunking” indiscriminately. Such 
mode of living, if not resulting in immediate 
Dlicit relations, were fatai to ail modesty and 
babits of chastity in later days. Among these 
people, the illicit relations of the sexes was not 
eveu a subject to wonder at; on the contrary, 
that virtue existed in any shape was more apt 
to be a matter of surprise. The male members 
of these househo!ds were given to depredate on 
their neighbors, stealing anything chat could be 
made serviceable. There were six sisters of the 
Juke family,some of them legitimate, others 
hose parentage was decidedly doubtful. Two 
of these sisters married twg men named 
Mas, whose father was a frequent 
guest in the County Jail. This man 
was a jolly, good-natured fellow, 
fond of his glass, fond of the women, and utter- 
ly regafdless whether his numerous progeny 
could lay claims to legitimacy or not. Five of 
the six Juke girls were married, but had little 
respect for their marriage vows. The sixth dis- 
appeared so that all traces of her were lost. Of 
the five married oues, three had illegitimate 
children, ove of them bearing three mulattoes 
ang one white child. Margaret had one ille- 
gitimate son, who is notorious as the father, 
grandfather, and great-crandfather of a 
DISTINCTIVELY CRIMINAL LINE 
of descendants, whose crimes range from simple 
assault and battery to murder. One of the Juke 
sisters is reported as having married and lived a 
chaste life, but her descendants have been no- 
torious paupers. The progeny of the five sisters 
has been traced with more or less exactitude 
through five generations, thus making the total 
heredity which has been followed stretch 
seven generations, counting the jolly 
j Max as the first. The number of 
descendants registered includes 540 individuals 
pon ment by blood to the Jukes, and 169 
or cohabitation; in all 709 persons 
of all ages, alive and dead.

Here 
the hereditary taint was overcome by the nature 
of the surroundings, the butcher’s wife boing 
removed from an atmosphere of crime to one o 
respectability, while her sisters, left to the vile 
environment in which they were born, followed 
in the footsteps of their criminal parents. 
Again, the illegitimate mulatto son of 
a white prostitute acquired considerable 

roperty, educated himseli fairly, and througu- 
out his life bore himself in an honorable man- 
ner, commanding the respect of his neighbors. 
Hence the inference is that crime is not so much 
due to ey as to environment. The taint 
is not so much in the blood as in the surround- 
ings. Of the females of the Juke family 52 per 
cent only were hariots, x * 
surroundings, which were — 2 
least those engendered by poverty not dy 
crime. Therefore the deduction is natural, that 
if the children of sin be removed from ‘their 
siniul surroundings at an early age, they may be 
saved. The same may be of the children of 
criminals, Mr. Dugdale concludes, as the result 
of his statistics, that prostitution in women is 
simply the 
at families where crime is found, and it will be 
seen that while the brotbers are criminal the 
sisters are prostitutes. offenses for which 
the latter are punished are against public 
decency rather than against property. 
The explanation is that where the sdrroundings 
,are vicious, the tendency of the tempted is to 
seek a li in the direction of the least resist- 
ance, according to their own views of what that 
direction is. the men, this direction is 
toward crime or pauperism. The women, how- 
ever, tind in prostitution a more lucrative career 
than pauperism, and a more safe and easy one 
than crime. The percentage of female to male 
criminals is found to be as 16 to 84. 

PAUPERISM. 

The record of the Juke family shows that the 
were much addicted to pauperism, 20 per cent o 
the males and 13 per cent of the temales receiv- 
ing out-door relief, and 13 per cent of the males 
and 94¢ per cent of the females receiving alms- 
house relief. The difference is explained, to 
some extent, by the fact that the women found 
1 rostitution more profitable than pauperism. 

he statistics show that a majority of 
the women receiving out-door relief 
are married, and in this respect 
simply tollow the condition of their husbands, 
who are also paupers. Of the single women 
receiving assistance, it is shown that as a rule 
they accepted it only during the child-bearing 
periods. Illegitimate children, thus born pau- 
pers, are very apt to grow up vagrants and 
thieves. Nothing but a radical change in their 
surroundings will prevent them from adopting 
a career of crime and pauperism. 

CRIMINALS AND PAUPERS. ‘ 

Mr. Dugdale reaches the conclusion that crime, 
as compared to pauperism, is an indication of 
vigor, and that, for this reason, there 1s greater 
chance for reiorm in the criminal than there is 
in the pauper, whose condition isan indication 
of. under-vitalization, and consequent untraina- 
bleness. He considers the ideal pauper to be 
the idiotic adult, who never could and never will 
be able to help himself, and may be justly called 
the living embodiment of death. The ideal crim- 
mal is a courageous man, in the prime of life, 
who so skilifully contrives crime on a 
large scale that he escapes detection, and suc- 
ceeds in making the community believe him to 
be as honest as he is generous. Between these 
two extremes there are endless gradations 
which approximate each other, till at lasta 
class is reached who are too weak to be crimi- 
nals and too strong to be alms-house paupers; 
they form the bulk of the tools who execute 
what others plan, and constitute the majority of 
those who are found in prison during their 
youth and prime, and in the poor-house ng 
their old age: Margaret’s branch of the Juke 
family was distinctly criminal, showing courage 
and vigor, while that of her sister (for statistical 

purposes cailed ‘“‘Effie’”’) was a distinctively 
pauper branch, 12 — hereditary weakness 
of character. t’s progeny show 60 per 
cent of — per cent of out-door relief, 
and 21 per cent ‘ot alms-house paupers. while 
Effie’s shows one cent of ‘out-door 
relief, and 388 ot ms-house paupers, and 
per cent of criminals. Margaret's 
offpring perpetrate 54 per 
crimes against persons and property, while 
Effie’s show but 30 per cent. Among these 
crimes are murder, burglary, robbery, larceny, 
and assaults. But Effiehas the advantage of 
Mar — in the vagrancy 1 percent- 
age as two to forty-eight.

misdemeanors, while the criminal stock is dis- 
tinctively aggressive and dangerous.

auperism scems to be more fixed than —. 
tary crime, for very much of crime is the mis- 
direction of faculty, and is amenable to disci- 
pline, while very much of pauperism is due to 
the absence of vital power, or the presence of 
organic disease. Pauperism is an evidence of 
weakness from some cause, while crime is an 
evidence of capacity. It is easier to direct ca- 
pacity in the right road than to stimulate inca- 
pacity to right action. 

CRIME AND DISEASE. 

The most startling portion of this startling 
record of the Juke family is that which treats 
of the diseases engendered in crime and handed 
down through successive generations, overflow- 
ing the barriers of family lines, and pouring ite 
foul stream abroad through the community. It 
is impossible to treat this portion of the subject 
m detail in a general article but the table given 
above will convey an intimation of the terrible 
ravages thus caused. And it is but an intima- 
tion, for, when the flood-gates are once raised, 
who can fix a limit to the seething torrent which 
pours through them? Among the terrible re- 
sults flowing from this class of diseases, origi- 
nating in sin, among the Juke family, are re- 
corded various physical deformities, blindness, 
deafness, idiocy, scrofula, etc., ending in pre- 
mature death. It is such a record as the med- 
ical fratervity and the philanthropist may study 


with profit. 
THE LESSONS TAUGHT. 

Among the lessons taucht by these statistics 
regarding the Juke family are: First, That bet- 
ter influences should be thrown around our 
criminal and pauper classes, to the end that 
their offspring may be réclaimed to better lives 
if the parente cannot be. It would be better 
economy for the State to take charge of and ed- 
ucate children of the weak and the vicious 
than to let them grow up in their vile surround- 
ings, to become, in their t criminals and 
paupers. Second, That there should be a radi- 
cal change, to be enforced by law, in the con- 
struction of tenements for the 8 where the 
natural modesty and chastity of the females may 
be protected and the innocent kept from 
the viciously inclined.

THE WORK IN BOSTON. 
MR. MOODY IS SATISFIED WITH IT. 
The Boston correspondent of the New York 
World thought it proper to interview Mr. Moody 
upon the success of his work as far as it has 


progressed. Following is the result of his in- 
quiries : 

It has now been two weeks since the evan- 
gelists, Moody and Sankey, held their opening 
I in the Tabernacle on Tremont street, 
and it is pretty safe to say that it is no longe. 
curiosity alone which prompts the 20,000 or 25,- 
000 people who daily make their way thither and 
pass a couple of hours or so of mild martyrdom 
on the hard chairs which have been prepared for 
their use. Curious to know how the progress 
of the work bere was meeting Mr. Moody's ex- 
pectation, your correspondent, shortly after the 
conclusion of the afternoon meeting to-day, 
called at the residence of Mr. Henry F. Durant, 
30 Marlboro street, forthe purpose of inter- 
viewing the revivalist. A card dispatched to 
the third story, front, was soon returned to the 
sitting-room and in the hand of Mr. Moody him- 
self. e was in the best of humor; but his 
black walking-coat, buttoned to the chin, and 
the evidently careless manner in which his feet 
had been thrust into a pair of neatly-worked 
slippers, gave him the air of one to whom mo- 
ments are precious. Barkis was willin’”’ 
though, to talk, andafter afew preliminaries 
the conversation rau as follows: 

Ho are you satisfied with your work in 
Boston so far, Mr. Moody!“ 

Perfectly. perfectly. We've never been in 
a city before where things started off so well. 
The work couldn’t well have opened better. 
Our prayer-me etings are larger than ever before 
at this stage in our labors, and it is the prayer- 
meeting that tells how the heartis. We look 
on the prayer-meeting and the women’s meet- 
ings as the best indicators of the true condition 
of things.”’ : 

" Did you expect to meet with prompt suc- 

“Yes. I felt that God was going to doa 
great work here, and now I know He is. When 
the mothers take au interest you may be sure 
there’s something glorious going to happen; 
und mg | are taking an interest now. Every day 
I get letters, whole handiuls of letters, from 
wnothers all over the land, and they want their 
sons prayed for, or their friends prayed for, and 
we pray for them. Look at those houses there.“ 
(Mr. Moody here moved his hand toward the 
— oye row of brown-stone fronts on the op- 
posite side of Marlboro street and continued in 
a very impressive half-whisper:) There's a 
skeleton in every one of them; there's a skele- 
ton in every house in Boston, and there's some 
one who knows what the skeleton in each case 
is, who will pray for its removal and ask the 
prayers of Christian ple as an assistance.“ 

Have you noticed in your congregation any- 
thing o1 that cold intellectuality which is sup- 

to be peculiar to Boston?’ 

No, not a bit of 1t. Igon’t look for it. I 
have found everything as satisfactory as I could 
ask—more satisfactory than I expected; sol 
simply keep on preaching and leave the result 
to God.“ 

Ho do you like the Tabernacle?” 

“Perfectly, except in one thing—the inquiry- 
rooms are too small. This causes us trouble, as 
we have to go outside to hold our meetings. I 
hear many of your people thmk $30,000 ought 
not to have been put into the Tabernacle ; that it 
is belu to have been an unnecessary expense. They 
keep — me letters and clippings about it. 
One man figures out how many cords ot wood 
that money would buy, another shows me how 
many r people it would feed, and so they 
keep itup. They say that $30,000 should have 
been given in charitics, and that then some 
practical good would come of it.. Now, this is a 
Ereat mistake. Suppose but one man who has 
been adrinker comes to our meetings and is 
saved. Won't he begin to look out for bis own 
household and give his family the money he had 
been giving to the taverti-keeper! Most 
assuredly he will. Well, if a hundred 
come, so much the better. Now, we never 
have any trouble to get money. if God touches 
men’s hearts they are free to give their money 
in His cause. shouldn’t be surprised if the 
very persons who are worried because of the 
$30,000 put into the Tabernacle would be the 
very last to help a suffering fellow-creature. I 
know it is sald, too, that evangelists ought to 
follow the old Scripture model, and go forth 
without money in their purse or a change of 
clothing, but you must remember that in those 
days the disciples bad all things in common.”’ 

‘A preacher trying that course now wouldn't 
be certain of a meal——”’ 

(Inverrupting.) Oh, yes, ‘would! If 
God calls a man to preach He'll provide a way 
to feéd him and clothe him. But that isn’t it. 
It is necessary to have money nowadays to 
conduct this work as it should be conducted. 
And there is plenty of money to be had, too. No 
charity need suffer, no charity does suffer, be- 
cause money is given to help along God's work. 
The more men’s hearts are tonched the more 
liberal they'll be in all their dealings. No, 
we must not get a wrong idea of these things. 
Everything, or nearly everything, depends on 
getting the right start. I remember when 
was in Chicago a number of years ago, I wanted 
to do something in the reform work. We got 
men into our company and argued with them 
and pleaded wit them, but it didn’t do any 
; it all ran off of them like water froin 
a duck’s back. We didn’t go to work in the 
right way.“ 

“Some Boston papers and some Boston 
preachers oppose your method of work, I pre- 
sume you know? 

“So I hear, bat I don't pay any attention to 
it. 1 have ali the work I can do without trying 
to knock down every man of straw that is set 
up before me. People occasionally send me 
clippings of newspaper talk against me, but 1 
don’t trouble myself about it. If our work is of 
God, it will prosper. Iam told that the Rey. 
Mr. Savage is an intelhgent man, and I presume 
he is. He takes exception to Mr. Moody's

Precisely; you have many noble men and 
women here, and they are giving their whole 
energy to this work.

We are all 
leaky vessels, and we have got to keep right 
unde the fountain to keep full.“

THE RITE OF CIRCUMCISION. 
DR. ADLER CALLS IT BARBAROUS. 

Prof. Felix Adler, of Cornell, who, it will be 
remembered, was educated as a Jewish Rabbi, 
lectured in New York last Sunday on The 
Second Stage of Religion—the Religion of 
Forte.“ He condemned the crude and repul- 
sive superstitions of this system, and asked who 
would wish to revive them. The object of our 
meetings,“ he said, is at least recuperation. 
Topics of interest in business and political life 
engage our attention during the week, but on 
this, the day of universal test, we are permitted 
to follow the streams of sentiment, and from 
some free eminence of thought survey the 
haunts and habitations of men. The culture of 
nobleness is what we aim at. Therofore we 
should be careful not to peer too deep into the 
human heart. We cannot dwell too long upon 
vice and folly without finding our tranquillity of 
mind disturbed and our moral integrity deteri- 
erated. Is it not well, then, to cease for a time 
from thinking of nien as they are, and think of 
them as they may be, and as they willl be, when 
our brightest bopes for the future of the race are 
realized? But many of the real evils of the past 
still survive, and these we must consider and grap- 
ple with, whether we will or no. As the physi- 
cian analyzes loathsome bodies to dect dis- 
ease, so let us examine these hoary supersti- 
tions which have so long affected the mental 
health of men, and undermined the vitality of 
society. 

Man worships the great freely and from 
natural impulse—not from fear, but from ad- 
miration. The first tvrants were strong men, 
perhaps beautiful men, too. The gods were 
originally such tyrants, enveloped in mystery, 
and credited with unlimited power and innu- 
merable graces. Dr. Adler went on to speak 
of the sun-gods, and said that the attempts to 
explain meteoric phenomena in connection with 
the Heavenly Pantheon gave birth to the so- 
called myths. He gave a few specimens of the 
myths thus originated as follows: Two old 
ladies, the sun and the moon, had a great nun, 
ber of children, more than they wanted, so they 
agreed to kill them. The sun did kill hers, an 
ever afterward dwelt in solitude. The moon, 
however, broke her word and kept herchildren,the 
stars, thereby iucurring the enmity of the sun. 
To be revenged, she started in pursuit of the 
faithless moon, and has been chasing her ever 
since, but vever overtakes her. Sometimes she 
comes very close; then there is an eclipse. 
Another myth is tothe effeet that at a certain 
season of the year the sun-god becomes bold 
and leaves his country to dwell among his 
enemies, being lured there by some fair en- 
chantress, and to this Dr. Adler attributed the 
origin of the Bible story of Samson,which means 
the Sun, and Delilah, who robbed him of his 
strength by cutting off his hair. The mytho- 
logical conflicts between the sun-gods and the 
demons of darkness, and the mythological story 
that roses sprung from the blood of Adonis and 
anemones from the tears of Venus, were next 
related, and the lecturer continued: Looking 
at all these deities, what are they but figments 
of the human brain, colossal images of our- 
gelves east upon the mists of the unknown? If 
horses and cows could draw their own gods, 
says an old philosopher, as horses and cows they 
would draw them. Sowith these, gods; they 
are like us, with human passions, human fail- 
ings, human longings. The gods of supersti- 
tion are vain, false, vindictive; they love; they 
hate like us. In the image of God did He cre- 
ate man, it is said; the reverse is true. In the 
i, of man do we create gods. 

The gods are cruel; they demand biood. A 
few years ago a waterman on the Danube refus- 
ed to help a drowning man because he was 
afraid to anger the water— the Danube will 
have its own,’ said he. In Africa men are sewn 
up in sacks and thrown into the ocean to ap- 
pease the sea-gods. In the Fiji Islands boats 
are consecrated with human blood to avert ship- 
wreck. The connection of human sacrifice with 
sun-worship may be seen from the great festi- 
val which was kept every fifty-two years by the 
Mexicans. The human victims were slain at 
midnight, and flames started trom their blood 
were used to ignite brands which — placed, 
burning, in the temples. It is estimated that 
at least 2,500 human beings were sacrificed year- 
ly in Mexican temples.”’ 

Dr. Adler then spoke of the superstition, not 
— quite uprooted, that the gods are jealous of 

uman happiness, and of the consequent custom 
of anticipating misfortunes by the sacrifice of 
some precious object. in this connection he 
spoke of the sacrifice of Iphigenia, and, 
referring to the frequency of human 
sacrifice among the Jews, instanced the 
sacrifice of Jephtha’s daughter to Jehovah and 
David's sacrifice of the sons of Saul. We find 
in the Bible,“ he continued, “explicit com- 
mands that no devoted being shall go free, but 
shall surely be sacrificed. After human sacrifice 
came that of animais. Another form of this 
usage was the mutilation and dismemberment

Of 
course, moving away from Richmond a | com- 
ing up to such benighted places as Cleveland 
and Chi , the hand-bills of warning would 
naturally Cease and large audiences would grect 
the orator whose very presence offended the city 
of purity on the James. 

One thing will be well established by the time 
this lecture tour shall have ended, that will 
be that Mr. Beecher can attract more people and 
entertain them better than can any other orator 
now living. This being so, it may be that his 
next ten years’ work will be full of more than 
common usefulness. It is possible that his 
troubles will make his remaining life-work as- 
suine a more serious form, and instead of break- 
ing his heart tune it for a higher music. While 
no one may know the real merit of the recent 
case at law against Mr. Beecher, the case was 
itself a fact. and a bitter fact too; and, if he be 
human, must much of the time be pouring into 
his soul a sorrow which ought to produce a wise 
and tender eloquence henceforth when he stands 
in preseuce of the needy multitude.

JERRY M’AULEY’S MISSION. 
A REMARKABLE MEETING IN BNEW YORK. 

The New York Sun of Monday last contained 
the following account of the opening of a mis- 
sion in one of the worst streets in the city. It 
scéms on the face of it to beanother experiment 
after the fashion of John Allen, the wickedest 
man in New York,’’ which created so much ex- 
citement a few years ago: 

Jerry McAuley’s Mission, at 316 Water street, 
was dedicated yesterday. The morning meet- 
ing was occupied by the young converts in giv- 
ing ‘testimonies.’ Mr. A. 8. Hatch, the 
banker, presided. Inu the afternoon the Rev. G. 
S. Plumbley, of the Fulton Street Methodist 
Church, conducted the services, which were 
similar to those of the morning. In the even- 
ing Mr. William E. Dodge presided, and in the 
assembly were the Rev. Dr. Booth and his wife, 
Mrs. William E. Dodge, Mrs. Dr. Lozier, Mr. 
George P. Fitch, Mr. Thurlow Weed, Dr. Bail, 
and a lareé delegation from Dr. Booth’s church. 

Dr. Booth said that he had learned to love Broth- 
er McAuleyand bis work. He had come down to 
his mission to say “God bless him Aud his 
work.“ Mr. Wiliam E. Dodge made an ad- 
dress, and subs@pibed to the fund. He said: 
„Fifty years ago my wife and I used to drive 
over to the Brooklyn Navy-Yard to teach the 
poor sailors the Gospel. My wife taught in 
Sunday-school when she was 11 years old in the 
old Roosevelt Street Church.“ Mrs. Dodge sat 
behind her husband while he was , and 
buried her face in her handkerchief. Others 
wept when a poor woman said that she was at 
one time so nearly blind that she could not 
thread the needle with which she earned a liy- 
ing, and, therefore, thought she must starve. 
She prayed to Godin teara to restore her eye- 
sight, and He did so. Tue venerable Thurlow. 
Weed sobbed audibly, and covered his gray head 
in his handkerchief. Mrs. Dr. Lozier spoke of 
her belief in children’s conversion, and said that 
she was converted when very young. 

Brother Jerry asked Mollie Rollin a child 5 
vears old, to speak. Mollie stood up beside Mr. 
Dodge, and said that Jesus had seveéher from 
stealing sweet potatoes. Brother Jerry ex- 
plained that Mollie used to stealthily approach 
a barrel of potatoes in front of a grocery store, 
snatch a potato, and run away. Another speak- 
er said that he had served two terms in State 
Prison, and had been guilty of many crimes. 
His mother used to pray for him, but he resisted 
her prayers, and ran — and his tour brothers 
were all converted by cothing to Jerry’s mission. 
His poor old mother’s prayers had been answer- 
ed. To-day. for the first time in his life, he sat 
down to dinner with all his father’s family 
around the table, and all Christians. 

An old woman said that she first entered the 
mission drunk. A bottle stuck out of her pock- 
et. He told her to drop the bottle and come up 
to the bench for prayers. She did so, and now 
she had no appetite for drink. A boy told of his 
temptations. He lived among those that scoffed 
at him. A mau said that be lived among beer- 
drinkers, but he could sit and read his Bible 
while they drank their beer. A woman told how 
Jesus saved her and kept her “ sweetly saved.“ 
Shp and her children had slept on the roof ofa 
six-story house because of the crucl treatment 
of her husband. They were both drunkards 
and fought dike cats ana dogs. Now they prayed 
and sang God's praises together. A sailor 
‘‘roamed the seas over for thirty years,“ had 
wandered into the mission about three weeks 
ago, and there found a Savior. 

Brother Jerry said that it would not take him 
half a minute to tell his experience. This 
blessed Jesus saves me and keeps me saved 
from being a liar, a thief, a fraud, a drunkard, 
and everything that is bad. 

Mr. Thurlow Weed was asked to speak. He 
arose near the speaker’s desk, and, with a 
broken voice, said that he sympathized with the 
meeting, but was too unwell tospeak. He sat 
down and hid his face in his handkerchief. 
Thereupon Dr. Booth said: “ This meeting is 
Moody and Sankey over again. . 

Mr. Dodge said that his wife was too feeble to 
speak, but wished him to speak for her. She 
sympathized warmly with the meeting and 
would pray for the success of the enterprise. 

Many more of the young converts spoke; and 
at length Mr. Hatch said that if people wanted 
to know by what power all this was done he 
would tell them, as Peter told the Jews, that it 
was by the power of Jesus of Nazareth. A pret- 
ty and well-dressed woman said that she was

The Rev. Dr. Schaff, in writing from Geneva, 
Switzerland, concerning the approaching meet- 
ing of the Pan-Presbyterian Council, suggests 
some difficulties in the way of securing proper 
delegates from the various nation and State 
charches. One difficulty is their close connec- 
tion with the Civil Government, which prevents 
them from acting independently, and another 
is on account of the rationalistic tendencies of 
these churches, whose delegates migut defeat 
the very object of the meeting. He says that 
in the very churches founded by Zwing!! and 
Calvin the old confessions of iaith have been 
abdlished, and almost any heresy, as well as or- 
thodoxy, may be openly preached. 


Efforts have been made to ascertain the pro- 
portion of children in the Suuday-schools to the 
whole number of children in the country of 
school age. The censys of 1870 puts the num- 
ber of children in the States and Territuries be- 
tween 5 and 18 Warst 12,055,445, while the Sun- 
day-school scholars in forty-seven States and 
Territories is 5,790,700. Some of these are no 
doubt under 5 years and others over 18 years. 
There are in the whole country 69,871 Sunday- 
schools and 753,080 officers and teachers. These 
statistics do not, however, include Catholic 
schools. Estimating liberally for these it ap- 
pears that not more than 50 per cent of the 
children of school age in the United Stateg re- 
ceive Sunday-school instruction. Reckoning by 
States, Pennsylvania stands first, with 7,660 
Sunday-schools; New York next, with 6,000; 
IIuinois third, with 5,967; Ohio fourth, with 

An account of a Christian who has abjured 
his own religion and embraced Hindooism is 
given by a Calcutta correspondent. The pervert 
was born in 1835, at Cawnpore, of European 
parents. Once, when he was on a hunting ex- 
cursion, he met a hermit, with three or four 
disciples, living in a hut situated in the midst of 
a jungle generally believed to be the abode of 
ferocious animals.

He asks 
no one for a morsel of bread or a glass of water, 
but nevertheless cats with avidity whatever fare 
is placed before him. Like a stancn Hindoo, he 
does not eat anything which comes from the 
hand of a Mohammedan, a low-caste Sudra, or 
a Christian He is always seen telling his beads, 
aud this,Andeed, appears to be his only occupa- 
tion.

The 
arrangement is amphitheatrical, the pulpit bein 
at the axis of a semi-cirge, or semi-ellipse, wit 
the radiating aidles all centering there, and the 
seats rising gralually one behind another to the 
outer row. It is entered by several doors, and 
the front of the building, with its ample open 
vestibule, ia very picturesque. As Lord Ches- 
terficld advised his son to dress from his neck- 
tie, so the finisher of this edifice seems to have 
worked from the chandeliers.

For something like 80 centsa capacious party 
could begin and go through the entire bill of 
fare. if he suffered from indigestion the rest of 
his life, he couid still reflect, that got it very 
cheaply. Adjoining this AMb’s haven is a lodg- 
ing-house where five cents will procure a place 
vastly more comfortable than basement stair- 
ways. There is very little fresco and orngmen- 
tation about these places, save what the spiders 
and other natural artists have done without fee; 
but the fare and accommodatiqns are princely 
compared with the profits of the establishments. 
But there was one thing about making the four- 
cent rate: it ruined the five-cent chop-house 
keeper around the corner. 

ALSO A CHEAP SHAVE. 

The ten-cent barbers, who hgld a convention 
recently and resolved to keep their low prices, 
are eclipsed entirely by the introduction of a 
new feature into the business. A Thirty-sec- 
ond stréet barber sends out this card: 

A God Shave, 
With a Good segar, 5 Cents. 
A Fashionable Hair Cut, 
With a (eed Segar, 10 Cents. 
„ with a Gieed Seaar, 10 Cents. 
o Geod Seaars, 5 Cents. 

This «shampooing with a good cigar” is 3 
novel idea, but I don’t know whether it isa 
healthy one. ‘Tobaccois good for plants, and 
may be for the hair, in the same line of preven- 
tion. It is a little uncertain, too, which trade 
the advertiser hopes to make the most from, 
shaving or cigars, though the latter would seem 
to be a trifle ahead.

HYGIENIC HOUSES. ’ 
The London J’unch adds some suggestions of 
its own to Dr. Richardson's rules for palthy 
living. We copy those which have to do with 
architecture : : 
Staircases.—These incumbrances should be 
abolished. There is nothing more fatiguing 
than going up and (in some cases, e. ., after a 
joyous dinner) nothing more dangerous than 
coming down-stairs. In lieu of the staircases a 
trupese should be rigged up. With a little 
practice, every member of the house should be 
able to swing himself or herself from landing 
to landing. The exercise will be found in- 
finitely more beneficia] to the muscles than 
stair-climbing, and, from an artistic point of 
view, will prove exceedingly pleasant and even 


graceful. 

Wall Papers.—These collectors of dirt should 
not be tolerated. What is wanted is some cheap, 
useful material that will wash, and supply, in an 
unpretending fashion, heat in winter and light 
in summer. If this materia], by its peculiar 
properties, abolishes fire-places and chandeliers, 
so much the better. it should also (when need- 
ed) supply pegs for, hats and dresses. It might, 
too, change color to suit the furniture. At pres- 
eut such a material does not exist, but its dis- 
covery should lead toa very valuable patent. 
Until this material is invented, the walls of rich 
people may be lined with tin, to show that they 
— well to do. The office-walls of lawyers might, 

ropriately, be ned with brass. 

¢ Kitchen.—This apartment should be on 
the top of the house, outside the roof. Itg new 
epee will do away with the nuisance caused 

y the odors of cookery. 

The Nursery.—It is obvious that this room 
should be on the top of the house, and also out- 
side the roof. Noise ascends, and children should 
always have the highest (id est, the purest) air. 

The Library.—The study, it is scarcely neces- 
sary to say, should be on the top of the house 
and outside the roof. Reading in pure air is a 
healthy exercise. Reading in anything else is 
the reverse. 

The Drawing-Rooms.—This suite should be al- 
ways situated on the top of the house, and out- 
side of the roof. The viewof the adjacent 
country will be finer from the top than from the 
basement of the building.

A NEW COMET. 

Rocnester, N. ., Feb. 13.—To the Editor of 
the New York Tribune: Tidings of the discov- 
ery of a new comet by Prof. Botelley, of Paris, 
reached me yesterday morning. Ifs position at 
the time of discovery (on the morning of Feb. 
8) was: Right ascension, 17 hours, 13 minutes; 
declination south, 1 degree and 37 minutes. Its 
dail} motion was 1 minute, 44 seconds east, and 
3 degrees, 7 minutes north. Armed with this 
intelligence, which was cabled for the benefit of 
American astronomers, I determined on making 
an effort to find it. which I succeeded in doing a 
little past 1 o’clock this morning, after only one 
minute's search. I have not time to tell you 
much about it now, but may do so when, r 
further observations, more is known. 

The comet is very large, quite uniform in out- 
line, and for a telescupic comet bright, but with 
my utmost effort I failed to see the bright nu- 
cleus of which-the discoverer speaks. It has a 
strong central condensation, and at 2:30 was 
faintly, though distinctly, visible to the naked 
eye. Though the sky was unusually clear, I 
failed to detect a tail, or any indications that 
an effort to form one was in progress; but in a 
world of so much activity that anpendage, which 
is acharacteristic feature of a large majority of 
comets, could easily and suddenly begin 
to form, and in a short time 
prise the world with its mighty 
| proportions. The great comet of 1843 
exhausted its head in the manufacture of its 
tail,“ which it threw off at the rate of 10,000,000 
miles a day. The comet is moving toward Al- 
pha Lyra (Vega), which it will pass in about tive 
days, and in less than two weeks will be visible 
in the evening sky under the pole. I think it is 
increasing in brightness, but of this I am not 
certain. Where so little 1 known, but little 
can be said. I therefore anxiously await further 
observations. By the time this reaches the 
reader’s eye the comet will be midway between 
Alpha Serpentarious and Alpha Lyra.

OUR CENTENNIAL GIFTS. 
Washington Star. 

There seems to be little doubt that Congress 
will, and there is no doubt it should, at this ses- 
sion, make an appropriation for a building to 
display the Centennial presents now steed at 
the old armory here and in Philadelphia. These 
presents comprise nearly the entire exhibits 
made at the Centennial Egposition 4 the ov. 
ernments of the Argentine ~——— Austria, 
Belgium, Brazil, Chill, China, gypt, France, 
Germany, Hawaii Italy, Japan, Maxie. Nether- 
lands, X— Orange Free State, Peru, For- 
tugal, Russia, pain. Sweden, Siam, Switzer- 
land, Turkey, Tunis, Great Britain and colo- 
nies, and Venezuela. The Chinese gift is the 
largest. It filled twenty-one wagons, and is in- 
tended as a full exposition as to the races, hab- 
its, and resources of China. This collection 
alone would fill one of the large halls of the 
Smithsonian Institution. The collection from 
Siam is almost as large. From France a pair of 
Centennial vases, valued at $17,000, together 
with a large panel of tiles, is presented. From 
Great Britain there is an allegorical represente- 
tion of America, embracing several colossal 
figures, and valued at $15,000. There are some 
stuffed animals from the Argentine Confedera- 
tion, and fishes from Norway: but the bulk of 
‘the immense collection consists almost entirely 
of expositions of native products of the coun- 
tries mentioned, or specimens of their agricui- 
tural, mechanical, or mining products.

But we brought out all the wine and 
liquors we had left, and Madame Schliemann 
kept filling their glasses and managed to keep 
them all indowrs for several hours, during 
which time my nephew and I dug out and hid 
the treasure, and refilled the hole mith rubbish. 
We worked like madmen. We never could have 
done it but for the help and presence of mind 
of Madame Schliemann.”’
